EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Referring to claim 1 1 , the prior art of record has not taught or suggested "a 
third unit of logic to execute said translated first block of instructions without the 
first unit of logic restarting the translation" in combination with the claimed first 
logic unit, second logic unit, continue executing, and the remaining limitations of 
the third logic unit.
